404 (c)  violations of curfew laws;

405 (d)  any class B misdemeanor or less traffic violations where the person is under the age

406 of 16;

407 (e)  any class B or class C misdemeanor or infraction;

408 (f)  any other infraction or misdemeanor as designated by general order of the Board of

409 Juvenile Court Judges; and

410 (g)  violations of Section 76-10-105 subject to the jurisdiction of the juvenile court.

411 (7)  A minor offense defined under Section 78A-6-1202, alleged to have been

412 committed by an enrolled child on school property or related to school attendance, may only be

413 sent to the prosecutor or the juvenile court in accordance with Section [53A-11-911]

414 53G-8-211.

415 [(8)  A preliminary inquiry by the prosecutor, and]

416 (8)  An inquiry shall be conducted:

417 (a)  by the prosecutor to determine upon reasonable belief that:

418 (i)  the charges are supported by probable cause;

419 (ii)  admissible evidence will be sufficient to support adjudication beyond a reasonable

420 doubt; and

421 (iii)  the decision to charge is in the interests of justice; and

422 (b)  if appropriate, by the court[,] under Section 78A-6-117 [is required].

423 (9)  Subsection (5) may not apply to a runaway child.

424 (10) (a)  A minor receiving a citation described in this section shall appear at the

425 juvenile court designated in the citation on the time and date specified in the citation or when

426 notified by the juvenile court.

427 (b)  A citation may not require a minor to appear sooner than five days following its

428 issuance.
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429 (11)  A minor who receives a citation and willfully fails to appear before the juvenile

430 court pursuant to a citation may be found in contempt of court.  The court may proceed against

431 the minor as provided in Section 78A-6-1101.

432 (12)  When a citation is issued under this section, bail may be posted and forfeited

433 under Section 78A-6-113 with the consent of:

434 (a)  the court; and

435 (b)  if the minor is a child, the parent or legal guardian of the child cited.

436 Section 8.  Effective date.

437 If approved by two-thirds of all the members elected to each house, this bill takes effect

438 upon approval by the governor, or the day following the constitutional time limit of Utah

439 Constitution, Article VII, Section 8, without the governor's signature, or in the case of a veto,

440 the date of veto override.
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
